WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP)

Deal” program. 

Humphrey repeated that he 
plans to support President Tru- 
man if he seeks another term, but 
added that he thought the Presi- 
dent would bow out—“although I 
have no inside information.” 

As the “favorite son” winner of 
Minnesota’s March 18 presiden- 
tial primary on the Democratic 
ticket, Humphrey is in a position 
to swing the state’s delegation be- 
hind a candidate of his choosing 
at the party's national nominat- 
ing convention in July. 

He has been surveying the sit- 
uation in northern states gener- 
ally in what he calls a “somewhat 
tentative” move to organize sup- 
port for “some truly liberal can- 
didate” if Truman decides not to 
run. 

“I am not specifically indorsing 
anyone other than the President 
at this time,” Humphrey said in 
an interview, “but I have found 
there is a lot of good friendly 
feeling toward Adlai Stevenson 
and Estes Kefauver, particularly 
in the Midwest.” 

Humphrey said the Democratic 
nominee “must be a man who will 
support no less than the party’s 
1948 plaform.” He made it clear 
he was talking mainly about the 
strong civil rights plank which 
widened the North-South split in

connection. He said the provision 
in the Japanese treaty covering 
armed forces does not differ 
essentially from that which Rus- 
sia envisions giving Germany 
under a peace treaty. 

(The Japanese treaty gives the 
United States the right to main- 
tain armed forces in and about 
Japan in order to protect that 
nation from aggression. This is in 
the expectation that Japan will 
develop its own armed forces. but 
avoid any armament which could 
be an offensive ‘threat or serve 
any purpose but that of promot- 
ing peace, the treaty says.) 

Vishinsky told the Western en- 
voys the Soviet Union favors 
early holding of all-German elec- 
tions but rejects the idea that 
they should be supervised by the 
United Nations. 

The West is insisting that any 
four-power conference on Ger- 
many be preceded by a U.N. study 
of whether it is possible to hold 
free elections. The Communist 
east zone of Germany has re- 
fused thus far to admit a United 
Nations commission which had 
been given the task of surveying 
conditions to see if free elections 
are possible. : 

Red View on Elections. 

Vishinsky said that election ar- 
rangements should be made di- 
rectly by the East and West Ger- 
man governments with whatever 
aid is needed from the four oc- 
cupation powers. 

He said the Soviet government 
feels that an all-German govern- 
ment established through all-Ger- 
man elections should be compe- 
tent to enter into foreign rela- 
tions with other powers even ‘be- 
fore a peace treaty goes into ef- 
fect. 

He added this qualification— 
that any associations entered into 
by a united Germany must be 
compatible with the principles of 
the United Nations or other inter- 
national obligations.

principal agent of Stalinism” 
among American Far Eastern spe- 
cialists. 

Rowe, a Far Eastern expert 
himself, told the Senate Internal 
Security Committee he was not 
accusing Lattimore of being a 
formal member of the Commu- 
nist party or an actual agent of 
the Russian government. By agent 
of Stalinism, he said, he meant 
“ideas and ideologies, and the pro- 
moting of these ideas and ideolo-

In the field of Asiatic studies, 
Rowe explained, “I consider him 
(Lattimore) the principal agent 
for the adyocacy of Stalinist 
ideas.” 

Confined to Far East. 

He said that he does not mean 
that Lattimore operates in the 
general field of Communism, but 
that he confines himself to Far 
Eastern affairs. 

Lattimore, a Johns Hopkins 
University professor, recently tes- 
tified before the committee for 
12 days. He vigorously denied 
charges by former Communist 
editor Louis F. Budenz that he 
was a Communist. 

The committee is investigating 
the Institute of Pacific Relations 
—an international research organ- 
ization—in an effort to determine 
if subversive forces influenced 
United States China policy, Lat- 
timore is an I.P.R. trustee. 

Rowe is Yale’s professor of po- 
litical science in charge of foreign 
area studies. He was born in 
China, lived there for many 
years, and, during the war, served 
with the Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices in Chungking. He is now a 
lieutenant colonel in the military 
intelligence reserve.

Rowe testified he-became a 
member of the I.P.R. in 1938 and

There was enthusiasm and 
excitement among the delegates 
as they gathered at San Fran- 
cisco. On April 24 the Senator 
began keeping a detailed diary, 
writing in it almost every day 
with the industry of a reporter 
who had a front-row seat at one 
of history’s major dramas. ’ 
APRIL 25, 1945: DIARY: 


“The conference opens today 
—with Russian clouds in every 
sky. I don’t know whether this 
is Frisco or Munich. ... The 
decision: is one of judgment—AT 
WHAT POINT IS IT WISEST 
TO STOP APPEASING STALIN? 
Otherwise a new ‘Munich’ will 
be followed by comparable trag- 
ediés. ... We might just as well 
find out NOW whether Rus- 
sia intends to work in decent 
co-operation with this Peace 
League, or whether we are 
simply launching a _ perpetual 
row.” 

Misgivings on Leadership. 


The misgivings about our own 
leadership that Vandenberg had 
expressed before he went to San 
Francisco cropped , up again 
after three weeks there. ‘ 
MAY 13, 1945: DIARY: 


‘There is no longer any strong 
hand on our foreign policy rud- 
der—neither Truman nor Stettin- 
ius nor Grew. I agree that it is 
a tragic situation in these difficult 
times. Stettinius does not have a 
seasoned grasp of foreign affairs. 
He rarely contributes to our pol- 
icy decisions. We improvise as we 
go along. Stettinius is not really 
Secretary of State. He is really 
‘General Manager’ of the State 
Department, which is a totally dif- 
ferent thing.” 

rEDITOR’S NOTE: It is inter- 
esting to skip ahead to the time 
when Truman dismissed Stettinius 
after the San Francisco confer- 
ence and replaced him with James 
F. Byrnes. 

“Ruthless Politics.” 


JULY 3, 1945: LETTER TO JOHN 
FOSTER DULLES: 
“l was shocked by the sudden

JULY, 1945: LETTER TO HIS 
WIFE: 

“It just shows how cruel and 
ruthless ‘politics’ can be. Jimmy 
Byrnes is a grand guy (for any 
other job down here). But his 
whole life has been a career of 
compromise, . . . Just as we have, 
at long last, got Russia to under- 
stand (through Stettinius) that we 
occasionally mean what we say, 
Stettinius gets the axe and Jimmy 
(who helped surrender at Yalta) 
comes back in!... Oh, well—’’) 


The San Francisco conference 
was less than a month old when 
Vandenberg decided he would try 
to stiffen up his boss, Secretary 
Stettinius. 

Chat with Stettinius. 
MAY 15, 1945: DIARY: 


“T had a private chat with 
Stettinius (1 called it ‘fatherly’) 
in which I urged him to take 
hold of this problem with a firm 
hand and to be the Secretary of 
State in fact as well as name. 

. , Stettinius forthwith took 
over. Three hours later we had a 
meeting with the Latins in the 
penthouse and Stettinius told 
them what we would do.” 


The problem Vandenberg re- 
ferred to was that of incorporat- 
ing into the U.N. Charter a pro- 
vision allowing regional groups 
of states to defend themselves. 
That fas important, because the 
United States\ had signed in 
March a treaty looking toward 
that end—the Act of Chapultepec 
—with the Latin American coun- 
tries. 

The question as Vandenberg 
saw it was this: Suppose a Euro- 
pean power should endanger the 
peace of South America; would 
the Western Hemisphere states 
have to act defensively through 
the United Nations, where ef- 
fective action might be blocked 
by the veto? His answer was no; 
they should be able to pitch right 
in and defend themselves, and 
the Charter should specify that 
right. 
Bad Start for Molotov. 


Russia opposed the idea. Molo- 
tov promptly got off on the 
wrong foot with the Latin Ameri- 
cans by ridiculing the Mexican 
Foreign Minister, Ezequiel Pa- 
dilla, as a, puppet of the United 
States. The Latin Americans re- 
garded the attack as an insult to 
all of them and as an expression 
of contempt for their belief in the 
dignity and independence of the 
smaller nations. 

So Vandenberg had the en- 
thusiastic backing of the Latins 
in the battle for the right of 


regional collective defense. He 
encountered opposition, however, 
not only from other big powers 
but within the United States 
delegation itself. The opponents 
feared that such a provision 
would, as Vandenberg put it, 
“kick the daylights out of the 
world organization” by destroy- 
ing “the over-all responsibility 
of united action through the 
Peace League,” and by “inviting 
the formation of a lot of dan- 
gerous new ‘regional spheres of 
influence.’ ” 
Dogged About It. 


But Vandenberg was dogged 
about it. One Saturday: 

MAY 5, 1945: DIARY: | 

“It bothered me all day. By 
a significant coincidence Nelson 
Rockefeller (Assistant Secretary 
of State in charge of Pan Amer- 
ican relations) asked me to join 
him at dinner. . .. and said the 
South American republics are up 
in arms.” 

Vandenberg decided to write 
a strong letter to Secretary Stet- 
tinius, which he finished at mid- 
night, and delivered Sunday 
morning at 9:30. 

MAY 7, 1945: DIARY: 

“After Stettinius circulated my 
letter, ‘Hell’ broke loose. We had 
a long meeting of the delegation. 

(Representative Sol) Bloom and 
(Representative Charles) Eaton 
agreed with me. But Stassen felt 
my proposal would gut the inter- 
national power by emphasizing 
regional authority. This view 
was generally held by the State 
Department, particularly by (Leo) 
Pasvolsky, who Was bitter about 
it. Meanwhile, Rockefeller evi- 
dently had taken a trimming at 
the hands of his boss (Stettinius) 
for his part in the controversy. 
The Army and the Navy obvious- 
ly wanted to agree (with Vanden- 
berg) but were ‘under wraps.’ .. . 
I served notice on the delegation, 
as a matter of good faith, that if 
this question is not specifically 
cleared up in the Charter, I shall 
expect to see a reservation on the 
subject in the Senate, and that I 


shall support it.” 


His Heavy Artillery. 
In making that threat, Vanden- 


berg was hauling up his heaviest 


artillery. He wasn’t bluffing, 
either. His ultimate power in 
the delegation lay in the fact that 
e could, if he thought neces- 
Sary, snarl up the whole U.N. 
treaty when it came time to ratify 
it. The State Department was 
well aware of this. 

MAY 9, 1945: DIARY: 

“The regional row is still un- 
settled—and grows in magnitude. 
It speedily developed that 
not only are the South Americans 
hot about protecting Chapultepec, 
but the Australians are equally 
anxious not to be left unprotected. 
Other potential regional 
groups are forming and they could 
be highly dangerous—particularly 
the Arabian bloc in its. impact 
on Palestine. Our great prob- 
lem is to find a rule which pro- 
tects existing regional groups (like 
Pan-Am) without opening up the 
opportunity for regional balance- 
of-power groups.” 

In the end Vandenberg won out. 
Article 51 sanctioned collective 
defense b¥ regional associations 
of nations without the necessity 
of obtaining the permission of the 
veto-handicapped Security Coun- 
cil. Some years later when the 
North Atlantic Treaty came up, 
Vandenberg pointed out with 
justifiable pride that if he hadn’t 
been stubborn about Artiele 51 at 
San Francisco, there would have 
been considerable doubt as to the 
legality of the North Atlantic 
Treaty in relation to the U.N. 
Charter.

—Fourteen United States maga- 
zines apparently will be barred 
from this country. Buenos Aires 
police last Friday ordered whole- 
sale distributors to quit handling 
the list of 14. 

The order was withdrawn three 
days later but diplomatic sources 
said the Argentine post office de- 
layed delivery of some magazines, 
pending a clarification of govern- 
ment policy. The Central Bank 
then barred the import of all 
magazines in bulk except those 
which already had import per- 
mits, and let it be known foreign 
exchange would be allowed for 
only techniéal magazines from the 
dollar area.

NITED STATES SECRETARY OF NAVY DAN A. KIMBALL 
believes the United States Navy will continue to protect Formosa 
regardiess of what happens in Korea, a Navy spokesman said 


today. 


“That is the secretary's inter- 
pretation of the present policy in 
Washington.” 


It marks a departure from pol- 
icy statements made by President 
Truman at the start of the Ko- 
rean war. The President at that 
time linked the use of the United 
States Seventh Fleet to defend 
Formosa with the Korean war. 

On Jun®@ 27, 1950, the President 
ordered the Seventh Fleet to pre- 
vent any attack on Formosa and 
called on the Chinese Nationalist 
government on the island to cease 
all air and sea operations against 
the China mainland. 

Since then, the Seventh Fleet 
has maintained small patrols in 
Formosan waters while the most 
of its vessels have been concen- 
trated off the coast of Korea. 


The spokesman said Kimball 
was not backing down on what 


he told reporters yesterday on 
Navy policy regarding Formosa. 

Kimball was asked at a Taipeh 
press conference whether the pol-

ROFEssOR Sumner H. Slichter, of Harvard University, 
P points out that under existing labor laws, “unions may 
be expected to push up money wages faster than the engi- 
neers and managers are able to raise the output per man- 
hour.” Slichter says that the result will be either inflation 
or unemployment, that “either prices must rise sufficiently 
to offset the advance in labor costs or unemployment will 
increase.”

Clearing the Record 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The news item “AFL Urges Perma- 
nent Basis for Postal Appointments” ap- 
pearing in the March 12 issue of the 
Post-Dispatch contained several mislead- 
ing statements. This item reported a 
meeting of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union which passed a reso- 
lution asking that the postal field serv- 
ice be exempt from provisions of the 
Whitten amendment. 

In the interest of accurate reporting, 
and for the information of your many 
readers, the Whitten amendment is far 
more stringent than your story indi- 
cates. For the duration of the emergen- 
cy, it bars the filling of all vacancies in 
federal agencies except on a temporary 
basis. 

The statement that “many temporary 
employes are appointed on a political 
basis” did not emanate from a represen- 
tative of our organization, nor can it be 
said of the St. Louis Post Office. It has 
been our understanding that in order to 
be a political plum, certain phases of a 
job must be desirable. There certainly 
can be nothing desirable about jobs 
with no security, particularly when they 
might end at a moment’s notice. 

The situation here is acute. Only re- 
cently Postmaster Dickmann appealed 
to the newspapers and postal employes 
to assist him in securing additional, 
competent help to offset the ever-in- 
creasing turnover in personnel.

Raymond P. Brandt—the situation with respect 
to the Democratic nomination for the presidency 
as it stands almost on the eve of the party’s 
traditional Jackson day dinner.

Second, -and this only goes to strengthen the 
first point, the President, either on his own or 
at the urging of others, has turned to as attrac- 
tive and promising a candidate as the Demo- 
cratic party can. currently produce from, the 
proving ground of Presidents:' namely state ex- 
ecutive office. * 

” - . 

In three years Gov. Stevenson has wrought a 
quiet transformation in Illinois. Working with- 
out fanfare, he has led the way in many admin- 
istrative and legislative reforms. He has re- 
duced the area of spoils politics and extended 
the merit system. Enlisting the aid of countless 
Republicans, he cleaned out corruptionists left 
by his predecessor and has been resolute in ex- 
posing and dismissing those who have yielded 
to political temptations in his own administra- 
tion. As of now he regards himself as halfway 
through a big job in Illinois. 

It is this situation which shapes Gov. Steven- 
son’s attitude toward the agitation over the pres- 
idency and that attitude is to his credit. Making 
one decision at a time, he leaves the door open 
with respect to a possible “draft” by the Demo- 
cratic national convention. It is enough for him 
now that his name is on the Democratic pri- 
mary ballot in Illinois for renomination for 
Governor, April 8. That is the office he seeks 
and he has invited the Republicans to name their 
best man as his opponent so that, in his own 
words, “no matter who loses, the people of Iili- 
nois will win.”

Undoubtedly there are some independent vot- 
ers as well as Democrats who think that Gov. 
Stevenson should allow himself to be catapulted 
into the race for delegates now being warmed 
up by Senators Kefauver of Tennessee, Russell 
of Georgia and Kerr of Oklahoma. 


Just four years ago, Gov. Stevenson’s prede- 
cessor, Dwight H. Green, became so ambitious 
nationally that state affairs at Springfield sank 
to their lowest level in history. Mr. Green wound 
up by being passed over nationally and suffering 
the heaviest defeat of any candidate since IIli- 
nois was admitted to the Union. 

Whatever happens at the Democratic conven- 
tion in July, Gov. Stevenson will be judged in 
November, regardless of the office for which he 
may be running, largely on his record as chief 
executive of Illinois. In that exacting office, 
which requires the constant attention of the in- 
cumbent,.1952 will be a year at least as impor- 
tant as any in his four-year term.

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In a Filipino Garden 

About this time, when many Americans are 
looking hopefully at the sunshine on their gar- 
den plots, thousands of packages of seeds are 
winging over the Pacific to the Philippines.

The Missourk Supreme Court hias relected the 
suits from St. Louis and. St. Louis county attack- 
ing the constitutionality of the new corkscrew 
districts drawn up in both the city and the 
county. 

The basis of the rejection—and it was ex- 


pressed in three separate opinions in which all © 


the Supreme Judges at Jefferson City concurred 
—was that the opponents of the redistricting did 
not have a case for the writ of prohibition 
which they sought to apply. 

Thus the Supreme Court rejected the-suits on 
the procedure under which they were brought. 


It did not even get close to the merits of the 


case, namely, the crazy-patch character of the 
election areas, and the. population disparities. 

The Supreme Court did not say that the people 
of St. Louis and St. Louis county have no other 
remedy. It did not say that another process 
was not open to them. 

What would happen if the data and maps 
already compiled were put into injunction suits 
filed in Circuit Court? 

On the obvious showing of violation of the 
clear intent of redistricting would not a Circuit 
Judge probably issue first a temporary injunc- 
tion against the acceptance of candidacies on 
the basis of the new districts? 

Would not a temporary restraining order pro- 
duce a hearing as to whether the injunction 
should be. made permanent? Would this not 
have the effect of blocking the use of these dis- 
torted districts at least until after the last filing 
date, April 29, and provide a test on the merits? 


It would be better to require our State Sena- 
tors' to be eleeted at large within the city and 
the county rather than allow the redistricting 
authorities to get away with murder. 

Somebody should try again and fast.

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The Reds Use an American 


Sticking closely to the established pattern of 
Red propaganda, the Prague radio now has 
broadcast a portion of the testimony allegedly 
given by William N. Oatis, imprisoned American 
correspondent, at the trial of a dozen persons 
accused of being his accomplices in espichage. 


There is no special reason for doubting that 
the voice was that of Oatis. The Communists dre 
not averse to the use of duress when they want 
a man to talk. But the procedure was no more 
impressive than that used last July when Oatis 
himself was convicted even though he had never 
been proved guilty of anything beyond legiti- 
mate reporting of news. 

It was somewhat surprising that Oatis was 
used against the “small fry” in this éase. It had 
been expected in diplomatic circles that he would 
be brought forward as a “star witness” against 
such major personalities as Vladimir Clementis, 
the former Czech foreign minister. But appar- 
ently the Reds were not quite ready to stage 
that show, yet believed that a touch of propagan- 
da was in order. After all, they could have held 


' this trial at any time in the last eight months. 


The purpose in their timing is, of course, their 
own secret. Fundamentally, any use of Oatis is 
intended to discredit the United States, to create 
the impression that American cortespondents 
are spies, and American information fs fot to be 
trusted. More specifically the affair may have 
been meant as a little more pressure for the lift- 
ing of the.export ban against that $17,000,000 
steel mill ordered in the United States by Czech- 
oslovakia. Or it may have been intended to 
weaken any .protest against the imiptisonment of 
Oatis brought up before the United Nations. 


Unhappily, this is not merely a Zame-of propa- 


ganda and.counter-propaganda: A human being, - 


an American ‘citizen, is inyolved has not 
been able to communicate with any fellow Amer- 
ican since his conviction—and month after month 
is slipping away. 

The United States Government can hardly re- 
lease him by force. But surely some new effort 
must be made in his behalf. It is well nigh in- 
tolerable that he should be left indefinitely at 
the disposal of the Czech Communists, to be for- 
cibly used by them whenever it suits. their

TONGUE OF THE PROPHETS: THE LIFE STORY OF 
y reg BEN YEHUDA, by Robert St. John. (Double- 
The name of Eliezer Ben Yehuda is 

legendary in the young ‘state of Israel. 

Streets in Tel Aviv and‘ Jerusalem are 

named after this man who devoted his life 

to making Hebrew the spoken and written 

language of the Jews of Palestine. At a 

time when Jews considered it ‘a sacrilege 


to use Hebrew for anything but holy pur-- 


poses, Ben Yehuda campaigned for its use 
in the home, in the marketplace, in the 
fields, and in. the streets. He insisted, 
after bringing his young wife to Palestine, 
that she must speak only Hebrew to her 
children and thus become “the first 
Hebrew mother in nearly two thousand 
years.” But this man’s insistence meant 
a scholar’s devotion, for where were the 
Hebrew words for modern daily living? 
Ben Yehuda’s fanaticism turned him into 
a lexicographer, the Hebrew Dr. Johnson. 

His dictionary became the supreme task 
of his life—in between publishing the first 
European-type He- 
brew newspaper, 
teaching, lecturing, 
organizing schemes 
for the resettlement 
of Jews in Palestine, 
undertaking editions 
of Hebrew classics 
of the post-biblical 
period, being jailed, 
excommunicate d, 
and fathering . 11 
children. It hardly 
seems possible that 
aman who was al- 
ways on the verge 
Robert St. John of death from tuber- 

culosis ceuld have 
accomplished so much with so little physi- 
cal strength. He who fell in love with 
Hebrew while reading a translation of 
“Robinson Crusoe” got strength from his 
love and energy from his dreams, 

This early disciple of Zionism died in 
1922 before the birth of the Jewish state, 
but one of his dreams had come true: 
Hebrew had become the language of the 
courts, the theater, of business, society, 
and public affairs though Arabic continued 
to be used for the Arabs and English for 
officials of Britain, the mandatory power.

Shlomo Z. Shragai, mayor of 
Jerusalem, iast night invited 
Christians and Jews alike to par- 
ticipate in the 3000th anniver- 
sary celebration of the Holy City 
which begins next October. 

Speaking at a dinner at the 
Sheraton Hotel, he declared: 

“All people who hope and be- 
lieve in a better tomorrow can 
draw new strength from the 
renaissance of our great city of 
Jerusalem.” 

King David made Jerusalem his 
capital in 1048 B.C. Mayor Shra- 
gai, accompanied by his wife, 
came to the United States to in- 
vite general participation in the 
aniversary celebration and pub- 
licize the ‘industrial opportunities 
of the new state of Israel. 
Religious conclaves will be held 
in Jerusalem throughout a year 
of celebration, he reported, and 
plans are being made to begin 
construction of a synagogue there 
which will be the largest in the 
world, seating 10,000 worshippers. 
Addressing 350 members of the 
St. Louis Jewish community in 
Yiddish and Hebrew, Mayor 
Shragai reviewed the age-old 
struggle to re-establish a home- 
land for the Jews. Approximately 
750,000 men, women and children 
have poured into Israel since the 
new state was set up less than 
four years ago, he said, and re- 
settlement of these people re- 
quires funds on a large scale. 
The dinner was sponsored by 
the local chapter of Hapoel Hami- 
zrachi, religious labor movement 
which organizes agricultural co- 
operatives in Israel. Rabbi M. H.

CRUSADE OF PRAYER 
FOR WGRLD PEACE 


VATICAN CITY, March 27 
(UP)—Pope Pius XII urged. all 
Catholics today to join a sacred 
crusade of prayer for world peace 
that will assure freedom of wor- 
ship and other fundamental lib- 
erties to all peaple. 

His appeal was made in an 
apostolic letter deploring the op- 
pression of the Roman Catholic 
church in Communist Romania. 
The letter was addressed to the 
bishops, clergy and faithful of 
Rome. 

The Pope lashed out strongly 
against decrees of the Commu- 
nist government which abolished 
the Church of the Oriental Rite, 
barred Catholic schools, and sent 
bishops, priests and nuns into 
prison or forced labor camps. 

Written on the feast day of St.

1. All foul shots had to -be 
taken. Present rules permit a 
fouled team to take the ball out 
of bounds and retain possession, 
instead of shooting. 


2. A second shot was awarded 
when the first was missed on any 
foul, either defensive or offen- 
sive, up to the final three minutes. 


3. In the final three minutes, 
every foul was considered inten- 
tional and worth two shots. 

The, ball remained in play if 
the last foul shot was missed, It 
went to the opposing team if 
the toss was made. 
Some Approve. 


Howard Hobson, Yale coach, 
had this to say: 
“It certainly didn’t hurt the 
game and made it faster, with a 
better finish. There was the 
same ball hawing. In my opinion 
the trial was very successful.” 
Harry A. Combes, coach of the 
Big Ten champs from Illinois, 
called the changes “very fine.” 
“They had a lot of merit from 
the spectators’ standpoint and 
took the pressure off the officials. 
We experimented with the same 
rule in the Big Ten two years 
ago and liked it,” he added. 
Bill Morris, assistant coach at 
Washington, thought the revision 
was well balanced because “forced 
shooting of all free throws gives 
the team behind a chance to catch 
up, while two shots on all fouls 
in the final three minutes also 
helps a team deliberately fouled.” 
The major dissenter was Santa 
Clara’s coach, Bobbie Feerick, 
who thought the idea would in- 
crease, rather than curtail, stall- 
ing. He said a team ahead, know- 
ing it would get two shots in the 
closing minutes; would invite 
fouls by hanging onto the ball. 
That’s what his team tried to do, 
and failed; with the score 58-58 
at the three-minute mark.

Agree. 

The ° National Association ‘of 
Basketball Coaches went resound- 
ingly on record, 45-5, yesterday in 
favor of banning the waiver of 
foul shots. They sent this recom- 
mendation along to the National 
Rules Committee, along with sev- 
eral others in the same vein as 
those tried last night. 

Last night’s trial was watched 
closely by committee members. 
The exact form their rule changes.

Fish Pie 


It Is Both Economica] and 
Delicious Solution; 
Acquaint Yourself With 
Numerous Varieties.

EFORE you make out this 

B week's marketing list, better 
check your supply of cheese. 

If it isn’t appearing frequently 

in your menus these days you are 

overlooking one of the most deli- 
cious and economical ways of 
solving the Lenten problem. 


_ Cheese is such a highly concen- 
trated protein food that a half 


pound of cheddar used in a main |’ 


dish can supply a family of four 
with enough protein for a meal. 

It will be well worth while to 
spend a little time at your favor- 
ite cheese counter getting ac- 
quainted with those which are un- 
familiar to you. One local shop 
tells us that they regularly stock 
approximately 110 different kinds 
—and that about 50 per cent of 
their customers ask for some type 
of cheddar or Swiss. Now these 
are both fine cheeses—but many 
of the other varieties are worth 
knowing too. You can find types 
to use’‘all through the meal—as 
appetizers, in soups (what would 
onion soup be without its topping 
of grated Parmesan?), in sauces, 
hearty sandwiches, in such main 
dishes as souffles and fondues, 
in salad dressings or cubed in 
salads——and of course for dessert. 

It is for use on the dessert 
cheese tray that you can have the 
most fun experimenting with 
cheeses—perhaps a rosy Edam or 
Gouda in the center surrounded 
by small squares of cream cheese, 
wedges of crumbly Roquefort and 
very soft Camembert, thick slices 
of Swiss (never slice Swiss thin, 
or you won't taste it at its best)

Now that Lent is at the half- 
way mark, some homemakers may 
be getting low in their stock of 
possible fish dishes.

LOISE is a stranger in the city, she informs me. “I came 
F tere last month to a good job,” she explains, “but it’s a 

job among women. They’re pleasant women, but I’d also 
like to meet some men. Not to beat around the bush, Dr. 
Popenoe, I’d like to marry. Where does a girl go to meet men 
—the right kind of men?” 

There's an old saying that gold is where you find it, Eloise, 
and the same is true of men—though I don’t claim that all men 
are pure gold! Young people in every civilized country have 
the same problem (in some of the supposedly uncivilized coun- 
tries the parents arrange everything so the young people don’t 
have any problem—until after they are married.) 


THERE HAS RECENTLY BEEN PUBLISHED a tabulation 
of how 10,000 persons in Germany first met the ones they later 
married: 

“Propinquity”—they lived near each other, were neighbors 
or friends, 36 per cent. 

Introduced by friends, 14 per cent. 

Worked together—contact in business or industry, 13 per 
cent. 

Met in a club or organization, 11 per cent. 

Travel, vacation, resort, 9 per cent. 

Met at a public entertainment, 8 per cent. 

Fellow patients in hospitals, 7 per cent. 

Accident or pick-up, 2 per cent. 

It was interesting to 1e to compare these figures with 
those I myself published some years ago for more than 9000 
marriages. In my survey (and the same was found in some 
later and smaller studies) the largest number of marriages re- 
sulted from acquaintance in school or college. Apparently 
that is not important in Germany, unless it is covered by the 
first item. , 

I found that 10 per cent of marriages resulted from ac- 
quaintance through a church or the young people’s society of 
a church, That isn’t mentioned in the German figures, but 
might be covered by “club or organization.” 

The 7 per cent of fellow patients in hospitals is certainly 
a puzzle. Patients in North American hospitals don’t have that 
much chance to get acquainted!

BUT ON THE WHOLE, you'd find the conditions much 
the same everywhere—you are most likely to meet men through 
common friends, or neighbors, or by working with them; but 
you can meet them anywhere. 

The most important thing, Eloise, (and I’d like to write 
this on the mirrors of a million other young women) is to keep 
in circulation; to go where men are.

“Kill Two Birds With One Stone.” 
HE pressures of modern life 
have made an apt saying of 
“Kill two birds with one 

stone,” so that the words require 

no explanation. 

What is interesting is that such 
a metaphor in allusion to expe- 
dients for attaining two objects 
by a single effort should have 
been current in times when the 
tempo of life was slower and 
more serene, days without rush 
and bustle, without the present 
accent on speed. 

When Thomas Hobbes, the 
celebrated philosopher, wrote of 
someone who thought “To kill 
two birds with one stone and 
satisfy two arguments with one 
answer,” the seventeenth century 
was only half over. Those were 
the days when the saying enjoyed 
its greatest popularity, appearing 
in literature and in current col- 
lections of proverbs. In Cot- 
grave’s old dictionary, published 
early in the century (1611), it ap- 
pears in French in the form of a 
proverb.

NOT ALL PHYSICIANS are tactless and gruff, but some 
of them are still in the same category as this doctor. Hundreds 
of men have been writing me since the Army examinations re- 
vealed them to have some minor physical or psychological .de- 
fect. And they aren’t very friendly toward the Army doctors, 
many of whom have railroaded the men through as if they 
were checking cattle at a stockyard. 

“Why tell the world what my ailment was?” has been the 
frequent statement from these rejected men.

MANY OF THESE AILMENTS really have no great seri- 
ousness, despite the fact the military doctors reject men on 
such technical counts. The Army is unusually strict in its 
physical examinations, not only because it wants men who are 
100 per cent perfect, but. because it is thus indirectly protect- 
ing the taxpayers against all sorts of claims after the war is 
over. | 

If, for example, it accepts men who have various ailments 
or defects, these men may later allege that they developed such 
trouble while serving Uncle Sam. Then they will demand pos- 
sibly lifelong treatment thereafter in a veterans’ hospital. The 
expense must be borne by Uncle Sam, which means you tax- 
payers. 

So one of the underlying reasons for eliminating men with 
physical defects is economic instead of military.

And while 
their efficacy is a little hard to 
determine, due to the large and 


subscribers—the 
service is offered on a subscrip- 
tion basis—are now using the 30- 
day forecasts. Nine of the sub- 
scribers are in the St. Louis area. 
A survey among some of the 
users in this area-finds them in 
agreement on two _ points—the 
forecasts are surprisingly accu- 
rate and, when used as intended, 
extremely valuable. 

“It won't,” as one user put it, 
“tell you what the weather is go- 
ing to be in South St. Louis a 
week from Tuesday at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon—but it can give 
you a good idea of what to expect 
over a wide area during a given 
period, information which can be 
extremely valuable.” 

The United States Weather Bu- 
reau, as a matter of fact, is far 
more modest than its subscribers 
regarding the service, and not 
only declines to make any boasts 
about its accuracy, but even sug- 
gests that the whole thing be 
approached with caution. 

The Bureau gives as its reason 
for declining to give a percentage 
of accuracy the fact that such a 
percentage would be meaningless 
unless interpreted against a back- 
ground of variables that would be 
difficult for a layman to under- 
stand. 

The service was started in 1950 
by Jerome Namias, a _ yourg 
weather scientist who is chief of 
the extended forecast section of 
the bureau. He got interested in 
the thing some 15 years ago when, 
as a student, he was studying 
the upper atmosphere, 2 to 6 
miles above the earth, trying to 
find the causes of the great 
drouths which resulted in the 
dust bowls. 
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N his investigations, Namias 

found the atmosphere more sta- 

ble at high altitudes than near- 
er the earth. Also movements of 
air were slower and seemed to 
have patterns, which patterns 
seemed to be connected with 
weather which popped up weeks 
later on the earth’s surface. 

From this he developed his the- 
ory that weather is developed not 
on a local scale, but on a hemi- 
spherie scale, ‘and at high alti- 
tudes. Our weather, in other 
words, is determined by what 
goes on in the Atlantic, the Pa- 
cific and in Siberia:: Weather in 
the northern hemisphere is re- 
garded as a unit. Whether condi- 
tions in the southern hemisphere 
affect those in the northern is not 
known. 

In long-range forcasting, ele- 
ments at the surface of the earth 
are considered as well as atmos- 
pheric conditions at from 10,000 
to even 40,000 feet. The informa- 
tion is gained by weather bal- 
loons which are sent up by hun- 
dreds of stations on hoth land 
and sea throughout the hemi- 
sphere. The findings are used on 
a co-operative basis by the United 
States and other nations. 

The. Weather Bureau in Wash- 
ington receives reports of the 
findings by radio and teletype and 
twice daily makes hemispheric 
maps for various atmospheric lev- 
els. It is thought that these air 
currents, or channels, in the up- 
per atmosphere manufacture and 
steer storms and determine their 
extent. 

The 30-day forecast is a large, 
four-page sheet which bears the 
title, “Average Weather Resume 
and Outlook” and a cautionary 
note on its front page which reads 
as follows: . 

“The 30-day outlook as here 
given is not a specific forecast 
in the usual meteorological sense 
but is an estimate of the aver- 
age rainfall and temperature for

the next 30 days based upon the 
best indications now available. 
For more specific predictions, 
subscribers should look to the lo- 
cal forecasts published by the 
nearest Weather Bureau office. 
These are limited to approximate- 
ly 36 to 48 hours in advance. 
The outlook will be most useful 
when interpreted and applied by 
an expert. It is not suitable for 
general popular usage in its pres- 
ent form. Widespread distribu- 
tion is not intended and repro- 
duction is not authorized.” 


Subscription to the _ service 
costs $4.80 a year. The front page 
of the Outlook is taken up largely 
with instructions on how to use 
it. The maps on the other pages 
are hemispherical, looking down 
from the north pole, and they 
divide the northern hemisphere 
into the usual shaded areas — 
light, dark and very dark—for 
various degrees of temperature 
or inches of rain to be expected. 


How close the predictions can 
come was shown by last winter’s 
rains on the Pacific coast, The 
January Outlook predicted below 
normal temperatures and heavy 
rain west of the Continental Di- 
vide. A map showed two possible 
storm tracks converging from 
the far Pacific over California. 
Repeated deluges bore out the 
forecast. 

And while the forecasts did not 
predict last summer’s disastrous 
floods in the Missouri Valley, they 
did predict there would be heavy 
rains in the valley, which is as 
specific as the forecast ever gets. 
It is not able to tell how heavy 
or how continuous such rains will 


Who uses the service and how? 
In the St. Louis area the small 
list of users runs the gamut from 
public utilities to a catsup manu- 
facturer. 

In no case is there a direct 


dependence on the Outlook in the 
sense of planning a month’s ae- 
tivities on what it has to say. 
Rather, it is used merely to sup- 
plement all other available in- 
formation, both natural and eco- 
nomic, in drawing up a general 
plan of procedure, or an eco- 
nomic forecast. 


At Union Electric, for instance, 
it is used by G. J. Vencill, the 
chief hydraulic engineer, in the 
hope that it will cast some light 
on the rainfall of the next 30 
days. 

“The work in our department 
is with dams which supply pow- 
er,” Vencill explains, “and if we 
can know, for instance, that 
there is likely to be exceptional 
rain in a given area for the next 
30 days, we can have a better 
idea of what to expect in the way 
of water levels, and we can tell 
whether or not it’s safe to use 
a lot of water out of the reser- 
voir. If there is going to be 
heavy rainfall, for instance, the 
water will be replenished. If there 
is going to be less than average, 
then we use less water out of the 
reservoirs.”

“We can use the 30-day fore- 
cast as one factor influencing our 
decisions,” he said, “and I will 
say that we have found it surpris- 
ingly accurate.”

Influenza Vaccines 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D, 


RESENT-DAY influenza vac- 
P cines don’t provide perfect or 

even lasting protection against 
the disease. Present research 
suggests that better vaccines may 
become available in the foresee- 
able future. However, not all re- 
search doctors are optimistic. 

The reason for this is that pres- 
ent vaccines are made from two 
distinct types of influenza virus, 
called type A and type B. These 
types caused the influenza epi- 
demics of 1943 and 1945. But the 
1947 epidemic was due to another 
type of virus against which the 
vaccine Was useless. 

x * 

IT SEEMED POSSIBLE that 
each new epidemic might spring 
from a virus that was a new breed’ 
and thus not incorporated in the 
available vaccines. The basis for 
this pessimistic view ‘was reports 
of other strains around the world 
since 1947. Since it takes five to 
30 weeks to prepare enough vac- 
cine from a new virus for mass 
use, you might never be able to

get ahead of the virus causing the 
current epidemic in any given 
year. 

Dr. J. E. Salk and his asso- 
clates, Doctors Laurent and Bai- 
ley of Pittsburg University, don’t 
agree with this. They point out 
that in the 19 years since the dis- 
covery of influenza virus, only 
two major distinct. types have 
been discovered, types A and B., 
Although there are various off- 
shoots from these basic types, 
these doctors think ‘it ought to be 
possible to find a group of strains 
for vaccines that would give pro- 
tection — most influenza.

THIS ISN’T ALL of the prob- 
lem, either. Present vaccines 
protect against influenza for only 
a few months. Ways must be 
found to increase the length of 
the immunity as well as the 
amount of it. 

Recent research provides a 
basis for some hope in this di- 
rection. 


increases both the immunity and 
the length of protection over or- 
dinary vaccine. This is still ex- 
perimental. It suggests that per- 
haps even better ways will be 
found in the future. 

Other lines of research are 
being explored to find ways of 
making influenza virus vaccines 
more effective, if possible. 
Whether they will be fruitful re- 
mains to be seen. 

At the present time, commer- 
cially available influenza virus 
vaccine offers some protection 
against the few strains of virus 


seed. Each year about this time 
planting activities start. The 
company contracts with many 
farmers throughout the South to 
raise tomatoes, and it raises more 
on land leased for the purpose. 

Around April 1 the seeds are 
planted down South. When the 
plants are eight to 10 inches high 
they are brought to contract farm- 
ers in this part of the country. 
Few things are more sensitive 
to a late freeze than an eight-inch 
tomato plant. 

“Our company raises and buys 
several thousand tons of tomatoes 
a year,” Charles Suppiger, head 
of the company, explained, “and 
these tomatoes have to be plant- 
ed, cultivated, sprayed and nursed 
along very carefully in order to 
have a good crop. Tomatoes can’t 
be planted if it’s raining, or if the 
soil is wet. We look at the fore-. 
cast and get an idea of what it’s 
going to be. If there is a lot of 
rain and bad weather coming up, 
we postpone our planting. Or 
maybe if there: are going to be 
heavy rains in one area and nor- 
mal rainfall in. another, we can 
plant less in one area and more 
in another. 


“Of course, the long-range fore- 
cast doesn’t tell you exactly what 
the weather’s going to do when 
and where, but it does give you 
a general idea. In fact, we've 
found it to be surp accu- 
rate..

The 30-day forecast is just one 
of the many sources he draws on 
to ‘make his economic forecasts, 
Wilkins explained, but it has, he 
says, “been amazingly accurate.” 

Equally interested in the weath- 
er is the National Alfalfa De- 
hydrating and Milling Co., with 
offices in the Merchants Ex- 
change Building, and which oper- 
ates some 45 plants situated in 
the west and southwest. 

“We're in a business,” said R. 
E. Nye, vice president of the com- 
pany’ “in which the weather is ex- 
ceedingly important. As a mat- 
ter of fact it’s the controlling 
factor.” 


The company manufactures al- 
falfa meal, mainly by dehydration. 

“We sénd our harvesting equip- 
ment into the field,” Nye ex- 
plained, “cut the alfalfa and bring 
it into our plants to dehydrate. 
Each of our plants depends on 
weather conditions in its own ter- 
ritory. You can see that a pros- 
pective outlook of weather condi- 
tions can be very valuable to us 
in making our plans to operate, 
and in scheduling deliveries.” 

The: service has its shortcom- 
ings, all its users agree, but they 
also agree that it is far better 
than no forecast at all. And most 
of them are confident that the 
time will come when long-range 
forecasts will be as accurate as 
tomorrow’s forecasts are today. 

“When that day comes,” says 
Suppiger, “catsup will present no 
problems.”

ster. Crayfish (also called craw- 
fish) live tn fresh water. That is 
one of the ways in which they 
differ from lobsters, which dwell 
at the edges of the ocean. 

Most c: are from three to 
six inches long when full-grown. 
That is without counting the two 
long feelers which grow out of 
the head of each one. These feel- 
ers sometimes are as long as the 
body. They are used when the 
animal explores the mud and 
other things around it.

THERE ARE TWO WAYS of 
getting about in the crayfish 
world. One way is by walking, 
the other by swimming. 

Each crayfish has 10 legs. Six 
of these are armed with double 
claws or nippers. The last two 
pairs of legs are tipped with 
single claws. 

The front legs have big claws, 
and these are used for’ fighting. 
The inner edges of the big claws 
have sawlike teeth, and they can 
cut the eremy. 

Brooks, rivers and ponds are 
the chief places in which crayfish 
live. Often they dig holes in the 
banks and stay inside them. 
While in such a hole, a crayfish 
is likely to face the opening, 
ready to fight any intruder. 

Crayfish eat tiny fish, also 
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smoothly. On the under side of 
the body are little paddles known 
as swimmerets. A male has ~~. 
these paddles, and a female 
eight. -£ 

The paddles give a smooth for- 
ward motion. This differs from 
the fist but jumpy backward mo- 
— which is possible to a cray- 

sh. 
The crayfish’s tail is made up 
of five parts, or segments. These 
can be folded, but they ‘are 
fanned out when the animal de- 
cides to back up, The outspread 
tail is bent downward when back- 
ward motion is desired. Several 
quick jerks of the tail may take 
it away from a point of danger 
in a hurry.
